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Time to See Finland 


“Rainy Day" Funds 
Prove Worth 

STOCKHOLM — The investment 
funds — Sweden’s most noted de¬ 
vice to stimulate the economy when 
business is poor — have proved 
they work. The National Swedish 
Institute for Economic Research has 
just published a detailed study of 
what happened when the funds 
were released in 1962. It shows 
that they accomplished quite ef¬ 
fectively the established goal. The 
study concludes that “a powerful 
impact of short duration can be 
secured at short notice." 

The basic idea of the system 
is to stimulate an economy which 
is slowing down by providing a spur 
to capital spending. In boom pe¬ 
riods companies are urged to set 
aside up to 40 per cent of their 
pre-tax profits in a special reserve 
fund earmarked for capital spend¬ 
ing. Of the amount so designated, 
46 per cent must be deposited 
with the Riksbank, Sweden’s central 
bank, the rest being added to work¬ 
ing capital. 

When the economy is in need 
of stimulus, the Labor Market Board 
announces that the funds may be 
used. The project thus financed 
may be written off at once, and the 
entire sum escapes taxation. The 
program is completely voluntary, 
but the incentives to participate in 
the plan are sufficiently forceful 
that companies are generally quite 
happy with the idea, it also has 
attracted international attention and 
somewhat modified systems have 
been introduced in a few other 
countries. 

The study of the 1962 fund re 
lease, “Investment Funds in Opera¬ 
tion” (Occasional Paper 2, National 
Institute of Economic Research, 
Stockholm), was carried out by 
Gunnar Eliasson. 

All companies holding funds were 
allowed to use them for capital 
projects during the period from 
July, 1962 to April, 1963, providing 
the projects were begun before 
November, 1962. Indications were 
that the economy was slowing 
down, and a principal objective of 
the release was to combat expected 
unemployment during the season¬ 
ably slow winter months. 

There were 860 projects launched 
during the initial period. According 
to the study, fully 15 per cent of 
total industrial construction during 
the 12 months beginning July, 1962 
could be attributed to the funds.

Easier To 

When the travel poster says 
“Land of the Midnight Sun," every¬ 
body knows it means Norway. Yet 
the percentage of visitors to Norway 
who actually see the Midnight Sun 
is relatively small.

Seeing the Midnight Sun means, 
literally, watching a never-setting 
sun blazing above the horizon and 
brightening the sky with fantastic 
colours at an hour when yotir watch 
tells you there ought to be dark¬ 
ness. Several places in the world 
witness the same phenomenon. But 
Norway offers the best vantage 
points, ranging from Bodo to the

North Cape and Spitsbergen, and 
adds the beauty of fjords and 
mountains, exotic settings, oppor¬ 
tunities for good fishing, hunting 
and photographing and well-planned 
tours. 

The 1,000 ft. high rock at the 
North Cape is the favored viewing 
site. Europe’s northenrmost point, 
it looks out upon the Arctic Ocean 
towards the North Pole.

There is very little time left to 
visit this Finland because it is being 
discovered by tourism and each 
year sees a larger increase in the 
number of visitors from North 
America and Europe. 

Finland is loved by the women 
who visit it because of the chic 
shops, the Marimekko, Finn-Flare 
and other high-fashion creations, 
the vast variety of things to buy 
which are different — jewelry, 
crystal, ryijy wall rugs, ceramics - 
the list is long. Women like Fin¬ 
land’s elegant modernity, its com¬ 
fort and the quiet good manners 
of the handsome men.

Exporting Norwegian 
Technical Know-How 

Norconsult A/S, which has its 
main office in Oslo, can look back 
at a decade of rapid expansion. 
When the company started ten years 
ago, to conduct technical and com- 
m e r c i a I consultation activities 
abroad, it had one employee. He 
was sent to Ethiopia, where Nor¬ 
consult now has a 20-member staff.

Fluoride-Treated Brea 

STOCKHOLM — Stockholm auth¬ 
orities plan to feed fluorides to the 
city’s school children as part of a 
program for improved dental care. 
The chemical, mixed in a bone meal 
containing calcium and phosphorus, 
will be baked in a special bread 
served at school meals. 

This step is being taken while 
loud pros and cons continue to be 
heard over the possible introduction 
of fluorides to Stockholm’s water 
supplies. A recent communication 
from the Swedish National Board 
of Health to the Minister of Social 
Affairs is expected to touch off new 
discussions on the subject 

Actually, treatment of school 
children's teeth with fluoride Is well 
under way ail over Sweden. Two 
out of three children in compulsory 
schools are regularly treated, ac¬ 
cording to the National Board of 
Health, and the result Is good: a 
decrease in dental cavities of 30-40 
per cent has been reported. 

According to Swedish experts 
several ingredients of bone meal 
increase the strength of the teeth. 
By mixing it into the bread the 

children eat in their school meals 
they would automatically be suplied 
with these important substances. 

Bread containing bone meat tastes 
no different from other bread, they 
say. 

The question of fluoridation of 
Stockholm's drinking water came up 
for new attention when Sven Asp- 
ling, Minister of Social Affairs, 

was asked by the National Board 

of Health to give the matter con¬ 
sideration. The City's Public Den¬ 
tal Service Board has set March 
3rd as the date for discussions. 

Trial fluoridation has been car¬ 
ried out in the city of Norrkoping 
since 1952 with successful results. 
Not without much controversy,

however. Anti-fluorldation voices 
were heard in Sweden similar to 
those in the United States. Of late, 
feelings have begun to calm down. 
A law was passed by the Swedish 
Riksdag in 1962 which enabled the 
Government to permit local authori¬ 
ties to fluoridate drinking water 
distributed from public waterworks. 
As a result of the intense debate, 
the Minister in charge declared that 
for a period of five years he would 
limit Governmental permission to 
the city of Norrkoping. 

Meanwhile other means of treat¬ 
ment have developed. The number 
of school children being given 
fluorides is rapidly growing. In 
1962 about 300,000 were using the 
treatment. This number has now 
doubled, which means that two- 
thirds of all children in Sweden’s 
compulsory schools use some form 
of fluoride. 

The most prevalent method is 
mouth-washing with a sodium fluor¬ 
ide solution, often in connection 
with visits to the dentists of the 
Public Dental Health Service. Mouth¬ 
washes are also administered by 
teachers and special nurses. Gen¬ 
erally they are given every second 
week. Other methods are brushing 
with fluoridatd tooth-paste under 
the supervision of a dental nurse 
and sodium fluoride tablets. 

The 30-40 per cent reduction of 
dental caries in school children was 
noted by Olaf Osvald, Head of 
the Dental Division of the National 
Board of Health. He said he hoped 
systematical fluoride treatment of 
all school children would reduce 
caries by half. He adds that the 
National Board of Health now is 
aiming at pre-school children and 
students at secondary schools. He 
also believes military conscripts 
should get a regular fluoride treat- 


Automation Is Key 
To Swedish Postal 
Streamlining Project 

STOCKHOLM — In Sweden they 
say that something is: "As safe as 
a letter by mail.” Apparently the 
Swedish Post Office Administration 
intends to spare no efforts to add 
to that reputation. Recently ft pre¬ 
sented an eight-point streamlining 
program, including introduction of 
a zip-code system similar to that 
of the United States. 

The drive to make the postal or¬ 
ganization more efficient is caused 
by the tightening labor situation. 
To maintain and increase service 
needed in a rapidly changing society 
like Sweden's the Post Office Ad¬ 
ministration foresees a need for 
8,000 more employees in the next 
four years, an increase of about 
20 per cent. At the same time 
Sweden’s labor shortage is expected 
to grow worse. The new program 
would cut the need for new em¬ 
ployees by half. 

The key word is automation. The 
new zip-code system is a pre¬ 
requisite for new automatic letter¬ 
sorting machines that will be in¬ 
troduced in post offices in cities 
and towns. The lines which tend 
to form in front of the counter 
clerks in the post office will be 
drastically cut it is hoped, by a 
new machine developed and manu¬ 
factured by Addo Machine Co. It 
will eliminate manual receipt writ¬ 
ing and handle money - orders, 
3.O.D., postal checks and postal 
savings. 

The machine „ is necessary for 
the change-over to electronic data 
processing in the Post-Office Sav¬ 
ings Bank and the postal checking 


Car Sales In Sweden 
Reach Record Highs 

STOCKHOLM — Car sales in 
Sweden reached a new high last 
year. There were 274,997 new pas¬ 
senger autos sold compared to 257,- 
669 in 1964, an increase of seven 
per cent. 

Activity was especially bustling 
during the first seven months of 
1965. This was reasoned to be 
occasioned by a scheduled rise in 
the sales tax July 1. Sales did 
drop rather sharply after the new 
tax, but they appear to be rising 
again this year. Some 9,990 cars 
were sold in January, 1966 com¬ 
pared to 9,824 in January, 1965. 

The "top five” in sales were 
in the same order last year as in 
1964. Topping the list was Volvo 
Amazon with 42,432 units, a 2,500 
increase over the year before. The 
second largest selling make was 
Volkswagen 1300 with 31,132 units, 
followed by SAAB, Opel Rekord and 
Ford Taunus 17 M. No American 
made car was among the 25 largest 
sellers. 


-.ervice. This year two IBM 360-30 
computers and two optical readers 
will be delivered. 

Other measures to increase the 
capacity include purchase of semi¬ 
automatic parcel sorting machines, 
a specially designed mail-carrier car 
for suburban areas and tests of 
salary based on results produced 
in the delivery service.

ANYBODY GOING TO DENMARK SOON? 


"They Call Them Danes Your 
Majesty” 
or a little about what remark¬ 
able creatures the Danes are 
one way or another. 

It is pretty well agreed upon 
that Danes are a friendly type of 
human. They smile to foreigners 
and are hospitable and sociable. 
The only real exception occurs when 
there aren’t any foreigners around. 
They can very well snarl a bit at 
each other i n traffic, and they 
know how to fight wildly and 
vigorously with inherited Viking zeal 
whenever it is necessary to secure 
a seat on a streetcar or a bus, 
or when there is only one bottle of 
Tuborg left. But anyhow, they are 
friendly. 

The Danes are modest, too. So 
modest that it borders on swelled 
heads. A lot of them believe that 
they make the best cheese, the 
best butter, the best silver, the best 
porcelain, and the best beer in the 
world. And they do, of course. 

Danes are not really very polite 
compared with the English, the 
Americans, or the Swedes. There 
was once a Dane who announced 
that he preferred the Swedish po¬ 
liteness to the Danish informality. 
“Oh yes,” said his friend, “but 
the Swedes don't mean anything 
by it.” "Nevertheless,” the man 
answered, “I still prefer that kind 
of politeness to the Danish rude¬ 
ness, even though the Danes mean 
it ever so much more.” 

Things are a lot easier for a 
visitor if he understands in advance 
that Danish males are perfectly 
willing to knock down unprotected 
women when it has anything to do 
with a streetcar; that they wouldn’t 
dream of getting out of the com¬ 
fortable chair they are sitting in 
just because a lady comes in, and 
that it is with the greatest delight 
they allow a lady to go up a 
long flight of stairs ahead of them. 
Once I was given an explanation 
of why a gentleman really should 
go up first. Oh, but it’s not what 
you think. It’s simply this: “How 
on earth would she know where he 
lives?” 

On one point the Danes are 
oolite. They say, “Thank You.” The 
average Dane says it about three 
hundred times a day, beginning with 
three thanks when he buys his 
railway ticket or pays for something 
in a store, right on up to the over- 
hearty handshake with the cover 
on.” This charming expression of 
gratitude is accomplished by gazing 
deep into the other person's eyes, 
and then, as if there were a lump 
in the throat, with the voice almost 
quavering, one says, “tusind tak.” 
We do it that way because it is so 
much easier than to start by saying 
“tak” a thousand times and there¬ 
by using up a good three-days 
supply of the word. 

Denmark has good schools, lots 
of schools — lots of expensive 


schools and the children learn 
everything possible without paying 
for any of it — or at any rate only 
a ridiciously small sum. There are 
the universities as well, where it 
is just as inexpensive to study to 
be doctors, lawyers, priests or 
scientists, who concern themselves 
with everything from elephants to 
atoms. And finally, Denmark has 
its great pride, the “Folk High 
Schools,” where country youth for 
the last hundred years has been 
given an insight into Danish 
speech, Danish songs, Danish litera¬ 
ture and language, and that in¬ 
definable thing called Danish cul¬ 
ture. 

This results in a general level 
of education that is often surpris¬ 
ing. It makes it quite possible to 
find oneself talking of Faulkner and 
Saroyan with a longshoreman, 
Dunne with a watchmaker, Huxley 
with a film prs;jcer; Grandma 
Moses with a st.eat photographer, 
Alice in Wonderland with the pro¬ 
fessor and Ulysses with the taxi- 
driver — and with luck it is even 
possible to quarrel over Delius with 
the owner of a merry-go-round, or 
about atom-splitting with a stone¬ 
cutter by the road side. Recently, 
a tram driver won the top prize, 
10,000 Danish kroner in a radio¬ 
quiz by answering correctly 7 
complicated questions in nuclear 
physics. 

To a certain degree, this wide¬ 
spread interest in everything under 
the sun is bound up with the fact 
that Danes are as untiringly curious 
as Kipling's young elephant. There¬ 
fore, they gladly travel out into the 
world and only lack of money 
keeps them from travelling more. 
Many of them come back home 
again, too, but others settle down 
in foreign lands and try to be 
good citizens who do so well that 
one fine day they come home to 
the old country and announce that 
they have been knighted, or have 
bought a Cadillac for themselves 
and a blue mink for their wives. 

Every Dane reads books which 
can be borrowed free at the public 
libraries if they don’t want to buy 
hem. They paint and they draw, 
and many of them are such clever 
musicians that they can play some¬ 
thing else besides the gramophone. 

The homes are light and friendly, 
and there are always plants and 
flowers in the windows, which 
surprise many visitors. The furni¬ 
ture is good and well-made and, 
fortunately the fashion for brand- 
new Renaissance furniture is be¬ 
ginning to die out. 

The language is Danish and the 
Danes themselves think it can 
sound beautiful when it is spoken 
or sung well, and it is easy to 
read. They also believe it is easy 
to pronounce — something any 
English-speaking visitor will quick¬ 
ly discover is not quite true.

Director General Rolf Ostbye 
told a recent press conference in 
Oslo that a major part of the pre¬ 
liminary planning would be carried 
out by IFA — the Institute for 
Atomic Energy, with Hydro taking 
over at a later stage. However, 
IFA would continue as consultant 
on technical reactor problems, as 
well as aiding Hydro in research 
and development.

One of the heroes of Telemark, 
nine men who prevented the Nazis 
from developing an atomic bomb, 
is the brother of a city woman. 

The story of how the Nazi project 
was foiled is told in a movie. The 
Heroes of Telemark, which opened 
at the Odeon Theatre. 

Mrs. Sigurd Hope, 6112 - 94B 
Avenue, attended the evening show¬ 
ing. It was a movie she had been 
eagerly waiting to see. Not only did 
the daring mission involve her bro¬ 
ther, but two of her nephews played 
bit parts in the filming of the 
movie In her home village of 
Rjukan, province of Telemark, Nor¬ 
way. 

Her brother Erik Gustavesen, was 
one of the nine picked men of the 
Norwegian resistance movement 
who trained for eight months, high 
in the mountains of Norway, before 
executing two fantastic missions of 
sabotage that blasted Nazi dreams 
of conquest. 

The object of their sabotage was 
a factory producing heavy water, 
used in the manufacture of the 
atomic bomb. 

If they had failed, authorities are 
convinced Germany would have 
been the first to have used the 
bomb and would surely have won 
the war. 

Mrs. Hope's knowledge of her 
brother's part in the underground 
attacks and his five years in the 
Norwegian resistance movement is 
limited to what her mother wrote 
to her following the war. 

"Erik and the rest of the men 
were hiding out eight months before 
they attacked the factory and my 
mother only saw him once in that 


time. My parents were quite wor¬ 
ried but he came home in the 
night and left before dawn.” 

Erik was captured by the Ger¬ 
mans sometime after the mission 
and was in a prisoner-of-war camp 
until the end of the war. He was 
caught by the Germans after he 
had shot an elk for food and had 
gone to the kill. 

Mrs. Hope returned with her 
husband, Gudrun, to the village 
after the war, and talked with her 
brother but he did not mention any 
details of his underground activities. 

"He’s just not the kind of perion 
to brag and he never talked about 
the war too much,

” Mrs. Hope said. 

The whole family was involved 
in the resistance movement, Mrs. 
Hope says. Their home served as a 
storage area for ammunition and 
several times they narrowly escaped 
discovery. 

Once they were almost caught red 
handed; the Germans were pounding 
at the door, the house was bulging 
with ammunition, but just then the 
quitting whistle blew in the village 
and the Nazis stopped their search 
By the time the next shift took 
over, the evidence was concealed. 

Another Edmontonian, Karl Olsen, 
a barber at the Salon de Figaro, 
also calls Rjukan his home. 

Mr. Olsen was 18 when he joined 
the underground in 1941 and ser¬ 
ved throughout the war training for 
the Allied invasion that never came. 

"This is the best Hollywood pro¬ 
duction I have ever seen,” he says, 
"It’s authentic — they’ve stuck to 
the facts and filmed where the 
action happened.”

TOWN AND COUNTRY 


Architecturally speaking the Dan¬ 
ish landscape is characterized by 1) 
very beautiful castles and manor 
houses in which almost no one can 
afford to live; 2) lovely white coun¬ 
try churches which are several 
hundred years old; and 3) farms, 
most of which distinguish them¬ 
selves by being white-washed and 
clean and sometimes sporting a 
fine thatched roof into the bargain. 
It is frequently said of these farms 
that you can play bridge or canasta 
on the floor of the pigsties or the 
cowsheds, but I’ve never heard of 
anybody doing it. Probably because 
it would scarcely seem sensible 
when there are nice parlours and 
living rooms to play in instead. 
But there is no doubt that the 
farms are clean. That can easily 
be seen in the quality of the bacon 
and ham as well as in the milk 
and eggs. 

Danish agriculture is influenced 
to a great extent by the Co-operative 
movement which sets a uniform 
standard for dairy products and 
agricultural products all over the 
country. Similar hens lay similar 
eggs, if one doesn’t annoy them. 
And similar pigs weigh the same 
and give forth a happy grunt when 
they reach the right size for 
slaughter. 

In the fields corn grows. The 
most important use we have for it, 
naturally, is in the brewing which 
brings forth Tuborg Beer for ex¬ 
port and home consumption. 

Denmark is a flat land. Some 
of it lies under sea level, but with 
the help of embankments it has 
been arranged so that no one gets 
his feet wet — except when it 
rains. 

There are no mountains' in the 
strictest interpretation of that word. 
On the other hand, there are some 
hills. One of the highest is called 
Mount Heaven. It stretches all 1 the 
way up about 485 feet against the 
sky. The top is covered with eternal 
snow every year for at least five 
days. 

The numerous small woods con¬ 
sist chiefly of beech, (Ak and 
spruce. Moreover, the moors and 


heaths are reclaimed with spruce 
and fir plantations. 

There is one river, but that is 
so little it is called a stream. 
Copenhagen, the capital has 1,348,- 
454 inhabitants. That leaves only 
3.2 million for the rest of the 
country. The next largest cities are 
Aarhus, Aalborg, and Odense. The 
first is the largest, the second the 
gayest, and the third, Hans Chris¬ 
tian Andersen’s idyllic birthplace. 

All the provincial cities are 
characterized by old buildings and 
smiling friendliness. One should 
go to Elsinore to visit Kronborg and 
remember Hamlet; to Ribe to see 
the Cathedral and the storks which 
come there from Egypt every 
summer (although there are those 
who insist it is the other way 
round, that the storks travel to 
Egypt from here every winter); to 
Roskilde where the Danish kings 
all lie buried in the Cathedral; to 
Skagen to see the bathing beaches 
and stand right out on the point 
with one foot in each ocean and 
look down along the whole of 
Denmark. 

Copenhageners love to go out 
to the provinces and the country 
folk love to come to Copenhagen 
among other things to visit Tuborg. 
Both groups are monstrously en¬ 
vious of the other. 

Copenhagen should be seen for 
its castles, its Renaissance build¬ 
ings, and for Tivoli which is a 
pleasure garden right in the (fuddle 
of the town. Although it is a 
a park, it in no way resembles 
Regent’s Park, Yellowstone or 
Yosemite. It is full of splendid 
restaurants and Danes who love it 
with a deep devotion. And then, 
one should see the harbour, the 
Royal Theatre, the crown jewels 
that sink down into the floor at 
Rosenborg if anyone tries to take 
one of them home as a sourvenir, 
the canals of Christianshavn, and 
Dyrehavn beside the bathing resort 
of Bellevue. There in the forest the 
deer go around looking majestic 
and frightfully haughty. 

And then — why not visit Tuborg, 
too?

The provincial AMA will press for 
the redesigning of No. 2 Highway 
from Calgary to Airdrie as a safety 
measure, it was decided at the 
branch’s annual meeting.

Acting on a resolution presented 
by a meeting of the Calgary branch, 
by Macdonald Millard, QC, the or¬ 
ganization urged that the highway 
immediately north of Calgary be 
changed into a divided four-lane 
roadway “as it should have been 
constructed 10 years ago.” 

The resolution will be discussed 
by provincial directors March 25 
and, if approved, will then be for¬ 
warded to the provincial govern¬ 
ment.
